In the Acts of the Apostles it isrecorded 
that Paul, when at Athens, first rebuked 
the Athenians for an excess of superstitious 
irreligiosity, and then proceeded to explain 
to them some of the deep and glorious 
truths which underlay their custom of 
dedicating an altar to an unknown God. 
It has often struck me that many modern 
thinkers, especially those who are inclined 
to be forever running after novelties and 
sensations of the mystical type, Or -very 
nearly related to those ancient people of 
Aulturas, who spent the greater part of 
their time, according to tradition, in bear- 
ing or proclaiming something new; their 
so-called novelties were no doubt often 
antiquities; still, they were so fond of 
change that any doctrine or practice, no 
matter how peculiar, would have a charm 
for them quite regardless of its source and 
tendency, if it but gave them relief from 
something to which they had become ac- 
customed by frequent usage. Having 
attended of late many meetings in which 
Theosophy is brought to the fore, and 
having also penned a good deal of current 
Theosophical literature, I have been often 
disagreeably struck with the evident inten- 
tion on the part of many professed Theos- 
ophists, to introduce into the western 
world some of the venerable superstitions 
of the far Orient. 

I was greatly pleased with a remark I 
found in ** A Romance of the World,” by 
Marie Corelli (and often alluded to by our 
friend, Mr. Colville), to the effect that a 
professed change from Christianity to 
Buddhism was nothing other than an alter- 
ation in forms of modern expression 
prompted by love of change. Theosophy 
itself, I can well understand, may be an 
ennobling system if its advocates do but 
endeavor to carry into practice their ad- 
vanced views of universal brotherhood. 

The general moral tendency of such 
articles as reach the GOLDEN GATE weekly 
from the pens of Dr. Griffiths and Mrs. 
Harris, is I admit, elevating; but where I 
beg most respectfully to dissent from many 
of those who belong to the Aryan Theo- 
sophical Society, is at their point of issue 
with the Christian system in favor of 
Buddhism. I certainly do not desire to 
be taken for a Christian apologist; I am 
nothing of the sort. I see very much to 
object to in Christian theology as a whole, 
but whatI do not believe is that the world 
will be reformed or religion transfigured 
by our drifting into esoteric Buddhism, 
mythical Brahmanism or any other vener- 
able and fossilized Oriental system of 
religion. James Freeman Clarke, in his 
“Ten Great Religions,” very sagely re- 
remarks: ‘* The Vedas are talked about 
as though they were superior to the Old 
Testament, and Confucius is quoted as an 
authority quite equal to Paul or John. 
An ignorant admiration of the sacred 
books of the Buddhists and Brahmins bas 
succeeded to the former ignorant and 
sweeping condemnation of them. What 
is now needed is a fair and impartial com- 
parison of these systems from reliable 
sources. Such an examination doing full 
justice to all other religions, acknowl- 
edging their partial truth and use, will not 
depreciate, but exalt the value of Chris- 
tianity.” 

He (Clarke), in delineating the true 
character of the Buddhist or Hindoo be- 
liever says: “ The Hindoo mind is sin-

It has no history, for history belongs to 
time. No one knows when its sacred 
books were written, when its civilization 
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brotherhood is indeed sublime, but why 
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books in great public libraries free of ac- 
cess to everybody. 

I would here beg leave to digress, and 
state that if the spirifwalized Mahateras 
imparted their knowledge to Mme. Blavat- 
sky they (the Mahatmas) could certainly not 
have been in their last or wise embodi- 
ment, or more properly, they were proba- 
bly incipient Mahatmas, not fully arrived 
at a very high point of scholarly erudition, 
or there is a mere possibility that I expect 
too much from the oft beard of Mahat- 
mas. 

Could theosophy be separated from its 
ridiculous ‘* uberglaube,” it would be cal- 
culated to impress most favorably the best 
minds all over the world, who are about 
equally dissatisfied with the social and re- 
ligious connections of the world. 

To study Oriental Scripture, to exam- 
ine it carefully, critically, impartially, this 
is well; but to make a fetich of it, to 
awaken and foster an idol, this is worse 
than useless, and can only bring the sub- 
ject into derision and contempt. 

The time has quite gone by when intel- 
lectual people will be content to fall in pros- 
trate homage at the feet of masters. What- 
ever spiritual gifts man may possess he 
must be free to cultivate and use, as he is 
to employ his physical and intellectual fac- 
ulties. We no more need permission 
from Afimalayan brothers to utilize or 
manifest our psychical endowments than 
to employ our brains or look through our 
eyes. 

I feel sure there are numbers of people 
like myself who would gladly unite in an 
earnest and practical endeavor to practi- 
calize the theory of universal brotherhood, 
and this can only be done by completely 
freeing the subject of all its present mys- 
terious and most pernicious environment. 

Hoping others will take up this matter 
in a similar strain, I remain, a friend of all 
true progress.

And Mr. T. W. Stanford (brother of 
Leland Stanford) called upon us and 
kindly suggested that if we would become 
his guests for a week he would take us for 
atrip in the mountains, where we could 
get a pleasant change from city life that 
would surely be beneficial to us. 

We experienced a little difficulty at first 
in getting released from existing engage- 
ments, but managed to straighten matters 
out by Wednesday morning, March zoth, 
and at 9 A. M. Mr. Stanford, Major Dale, 
Mrs. Evans and myself started for our 
trip fully equipped for our journey in a 
good two-horse wagonette. After a three 
hours’ pleasant drive, we arrived at Re- 
search Gully, where we partook of lunch, 
resuming our journey at 1.30. 

The weather was all that could be de- 
sired, and the varied scenes encountered 
on the journey were interesting. At 4.15 
we arrived at the summit of Christmas 
Hill, where we had a magnificent view of 
the surrounding country. Yarra Flats or 
Yarra Glen lies beneath, with a back- 
ground of Don St. Lenoards, Mount 
Mundy and the St. Julien Mountains, 
After feasting our eyes on this beautiful 
outlook we again resumed our journey, 
arriving at Yarra Glen at 5 P. M. Here 
we put up for the night at a new hotel 
(Burgoyne’s) that has been recently built 
to meet the wants of the many searchers 
after health, who run up from Melbourne 
to get a little fresh air, which is difficult to 
get in Melbourne. Next morning at 9 
A. M. we again boarded our wagonette 
and started for Wandon, a small village in 
the shire of Evelyn. Here there is an at- 
tempt at fruit-raising, but very little atten- 
tion seems to be given to ploughing and 
cultivating. In nine cases out of ten the 
owners of the ranches seem inclined to 
et nature take its course, and the result is 
rank weeds, etc., crowding around the 
trees. But even amidst this gross neglect 
the trees thrive well. On arriving at Wan- 
don at 12.15, we ate a hearty lunch, and 
at 1.30 again took the road for Launching 
Place. From Wandon to the Launching 
Place is really very pretty wild bush scen- 
ery, with some of the richest soil I have 
seen. But, alas! this beautiful land is al- 
lowed to lay idle. ‘The owners probably 
picturing in their mind’s eye another land 
boom, when they can subdivide into town 
lots. While so many- thousand acres of 
rich fruit land lie idle, every one seemingly 
too lazy to cultivate and plant. Some of 
ou California fruit-growers could make 
snug little fortunes here if they would lay 
off orchards. Fruit here is very high, 
from 12 to 18 cents each paid for freestone 
peaches this season. Any averuge man 
that could run a ranch as they do in Cali- 
fornia could rapidly make a fortune, once 
his fruit got to bearing. 

We arrived at the Launching Place at 5 
P. M., where we were met by a good na- 
tured looking lady, who busied herself in 
making us comfortable. Mr. Stanford, 
who had stopped in this house on former 
mountain trips, had been speaking to this 
lady (Mrs. Ewart) on the subject of Spir- 
itualism, but as the old lady had lived un- 
der the belief of orthodoxy for seventy 
years, it was hard for her to give up her 
religious views, but having recently lost a 
son, a promising man in the shire of Eve- 
lyn, the old lady was considerably inter- 
ested this time. I felt impressed to give 
the lady a slate-writing seance, and did so 
with the result that several of her family 
relatives, sons, daughters, etc., sent her 
oving messages, assuring her of their hap- 
piness in spirit. After the seance the lady 
arose with tears in her eyes, and said, 
“« Young man, God must have sent you up 
here to me.

* I watched the whole affair very closely 
and I felt sure that there was some trick 
connected with it from the manner in 
which Mr, Evans manipulated the duster 
in wiping the slate. I fancy that the 
writing must have been done then with 
different colored soft pencils secreted un- 
der the cloth used to dry the slates. Al- 
though taking this view, there were one or 
two rather awkward difficulties to explain 
away.” And so it seemed to the general 
public when it was taken into considera- 
tion that there were 1800 finely written 
words on the slate in question. If the 
Reverend gentleman’s version of Chris- 
tianity or orthodoxy are as clearly ex- 
plained as the above, I am afraid he will 
not bring many converts to his church. 

I expect to be in Sydney early in May, 
although the Melbourne people are making 
very liberal offers to induce us to make 
Melbourne our future home. As I prom- 
ised not to stay away from California 
longer than twelve months, I suppose I 
must try and keep my promise even if I 
come out to Australia again. I have just 
received your kind invitation for your 
wooden wedding; ‘‘ Had I the wings of a 
dove,” I might have been there, but I 
assure you Mrs. Evans and I were with 
you in spirit, and wish you and your good 
wife all the joy and happiness that this 
world affords, and hope that you will both 
be long amongst us. Mrs. Evans joins 
with sending kind wishes to our friends in 
California.
